Back when gas was pumped 
for all motorists, Greenbelt resi- 
dent Judith “J” Davis began tell- 
ing a station attendant about the 
hard time her children had given 
her that day. 

“How many children do you 
have?” he asked. 

“Thirty,” she responded. 

Noticing his amazement, she 
added. “I’m a teacher.” 

And as this school year ended, 
Davis, who currently serves as 











the mayor of Greenbelt, said 
goodbye to a career that not only 
gave her an opportunity to impart 
knowledge but also to nurture 
more than 1,000 students. 

“IT was not only a mom, but 
there were times I [also] felt like 
a grand mom,” said Davis, who 
has taught her “children” and 
those of her “children” at 
Gaywood Elementary School for 
30 years. Despite Davis’ devo- 
tion to teaching, it was not her 
first choice as a vocation. As a

Berwyn Heights Elementary 
Could Re-Open in 2002

At the July | meeting of the 
Prince George’s County School 
Board, funds were approved to 
begin architectural work for the 
renovations and addition to 
Berwyn Heights Elementary 
School. The school, which has 
been closed for a number of 
years, could reopen in Septem- 
ber 2002. The reopening of this 
school is important to Greenbelt 
because many Berwyn Heights 
students attend Springhill Lake 
Elementary School, which is 
currently overcrowded. 

After Berwyn Heights El- 
ementary School was closed, the 
building was sold to the Fire 
and Rescue Institute, which con- 
tinues to occupy it. However, 
the institute had indicated that 
they would be willing to relo- 
cate to College Park if the state 
provides funds for a new facil- 
ity. It appears that the State 
will be willing to provide plan- 
ning funds to the institute this 
year with the expectation of 
building funds next year. Reno- 
vations to return the building to 





a school layout cannot begin un- 
til the institute has moved out, 
however. 

A December 1998 report-pre- 
pared by the office of Pupil Ac- 
counting and School Boundaries 
indicated that all the students 
from Berwyn Heights would be 
returned to Berwyn Heights EIl- 
ementary when it is reopened.

child in Westchester, Pennsylva- 
nia, she told her mother she 
wanted to be a forest ranger. 

“That is not a good career for 
a woman,” her mother, a home- 
maker, replied. Then Davis con- 
sidered a career in the armed ser- 
vices. 

“A proper lady doesn’t go into 
the [U.S.] Army,” her mother re- 
sponded. 

Determined to work in a pro- 
fession that helped people, Davis, 
then a fifth-grader, decided on 
teaching. She began collecting 
teaching aids, such as pictures 
from “Life” magazine, postcards, 
and brochures, some of which 
she found when she began pack- 
ing up her room last week. 

Davis went on to receive 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees 
in elementary education from 
Westchester State College (now a 
university). Davis taught the fifth 
grade in Pennsylvania for three 
years as required by the state and 
then moved to Delaware, teach- 
ing the same grade for two years 
before arriving in Maryland. At 
Gaywood, she specialized in so- 
cial studies, but also taught other 
subjects to fifth-and-sixth graders. 

Much has changed since she 
started working, she said. She 
was able to teach the students of 
yesterday more concepts than pu- 
pils of today because they came 
to school better prepared. 

“They did more reading, and

Greenbelt Access Television 
(GATE) offers new shows in the 
coming weeks. Turn on your 
television set on any Wednesday 
and Friday at 7 p.m. to cable 
channel B10, and you can enjoy 
a new episode in. Valerie Siegel’s 
series “Woman’s Work,” for ex- 
ample. 

If, on the other hand, you are 
a strictly creative type, you can 
put your own television show to- 
gether at GATE’s studio on the 
second floor of the Community 
Center. Anyone interested can 
take a class taught by production 
manager Christopher Konkel or 
administrator Malia Murray on 
every first Wednesday of the 
month at 7 p.m. The class 
teaches participants to use 
GATE’s equipment in order to 
put on a show of their own. “The 
more you volunteer, the more 
privileges you get,” explains 
Konkel. 

In addition, several volunteer 
and intern positions are available 
for people who would enjoy 
helping out at their community’s 
television station. Students have 
the opportunity to earn college 
credits or high school community 
credit hours by volunteering at 
GATE. But one does not have to 
be a student. Everyone is wel- 
come.

yet another possibility to become 
involved. GATE and_ the 
Greenbelt Association for the Vi- 
sual Arts (GAVA) offer a 
claymation class August 9-27 in 
which participants will put to- 
gether a video. If you are inter- 
ested in any of these activities,

GATE did not start out as a 
studio offering classes in the 
Community Center. It began in- 
stead with a pioneer and a 
handheld camera. Robert Zugby, 
GATE’s president, was the trail- 
blazer for the station. “I’ve al- 
ways been interested in 
Greenbelt as a community since 
there aren’t that many [genuine 
communities] left,” notes Zugby, 
a Greenbelt resident since 1977. 

He was concerned that the in- 
crease in mass media presented 
“a threat to the community” by 
pulling people in front of their 
computer screens and television 
sets and away from community 
activities. Thus, Zugby created a 
public access station from which 
the community could benefit 
through active participation — by 
developing their own shows and 
airing them on television. 

Zugby adapted some ideas for 
GATE after looking at several 
community stations. He built 
GATE in a partnership with the 
city’s municipal access, yet 
GATE is an independent corpora- 
tion.

“Odyssey of the Mind” Teacher 
Stan Edwards Retires to Bike

Residents have started noticing 
a helmeted biker cruising through 
the streets of old Greenbelt on a 
maroon and white Honda 
Shadow. At the same time, a 
lean and fit, but greying, neighbor 
has been spending more time 
walking Shandy and McDuff, his 
two West Highland white terriers. 
These are two sides of newly-re- 
tired teacher and long-time 
Greenbelt resident Stan Edwards. 

Edwards’ family moved from 
Indiana to the Washington area 
during the Depression. The fam- 
ily moved to Greenbelt when he 
was two weeks old and he cur- 
rently lives in a small home that 
belonged to his parents. His fa- 
ther, Stanley, Sr., was on the 
Greenbelt City Council and both 
mother, Vivian, and his father 
were very active in the Commu- 
nity Church. Vivian now resides 
at Villa Rosa Nursing Home. 

Showing his perennial sense of 
humor, he mentions that he 
graduated from Bowie State Col- 
lege at a time when he was a 
“little white face” at the then tra- 
ditionally black school. He re- 
members only three or four white 
students there in the mid-sixties. 
In 1968 he landed his first teach- 
ing position at Highbridge El- 
ementary in Bowie where he 


stayed for 17 years. Not a man 
to change jobs too often, 
Edwards has taught in only two 
schools his whole career. 
Always one with a story, he 
recounted how he became a “sci- 
ence” teacher. One day at 
Highbridge, some students came

students. They promptly forgot it 
was there.

MDE Requests 
Less Water Use 


In response to continued and 
widespread drought conditions, 
the Maryland Department of the 
Environment (MDE) today issued 
a statewide drought warning, ad- 
vising that continued dry condi- 
tions could lead to severe water 
supply problems for Maryland’s 
public water system. The depart- 
ment reminds Marylanders that 
while conserving water is a great 
idea at any time, it becomes es- 
pecially important during periods 
of prolonged reduced rainfall. 

Precipitation across Maryland 
has been below normal for the 
past six months. Maryland’s 
south-central region has sustained 
the hardest impact with a six- 
month deficit of more than a 
foot, and the Eastern Shore has 
seen more than a 10-inch deficit 
in some areas. Western Maryland 
also is well below normal with a 
deficit of nearly six inches. The 
lack of rain has affected 
Maryland’s streams and rivers 
with many flowing at below-aver- 
age levels.

Sen. Green Endorses 


Hiring of Retirees

SB 15, “Teachers’ Retire- 
ment and Pension Systems-Re- 
employment of Retired Teach- 
ers,’ which was signed into law 
by Governor Parris Glendening 
effective July 1, 1999, was in- 
troduced before the state legis- 
lature by Senator Leo E. Green 
of the 23rd District, who repre- 
sents Greenbelt. The bill is de- 
signed as an additional resource 
to keep qualified teachers. Un- 
der current law, a retired 
teacher’s pension benefit is off- 
set if the teacher is reemployed 
by the State or an employer 
participating in the State Retire- 
ment and Pension System. 

Maryland’s public schools 
will need 11,000 new teachers 
by 2001, Senator Green reports, 
in order to keep pace with 
booming student enrollment and 
teacher retirements. In addi- 
tion, Prince George’s County 
alone will need 1,200 new 
school teachers for the 1999-. 
2000 school year. Currently 
18% of county teachers are not 
certified. . 

SB 15 eliminates a barrier to 
attracting retired teachers back 
to the classroom by exempting 
certain retirees from reemploy;- 
ment earnings limitation. 

Both Prince George’s County 
and Baltimore City have been 
identified by the Maryland State 
Department of Education as ar- 
eas of “geographical shortage.” 
The county may hire retired 
teachers and deploy them in 
their certified subject area in 
any county school where the 
need exists.

Final Project 
Reconstruction of the final 
segment of the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway began this 
week, on the Maryland Route 
197 Interchange, announced 
Congressman Steny H. Hoyer. 
A member of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, “Hoyer 
has been the lead advocate in 
Congress for securing the $149 


million for the reconstruction of ~ 


this important commuter corri- 
dor. 

The MD Rt 197 Interchange 
is the only remaining part of 
the project that needs to be 
completed. Work on this 
project consists of a parkway 
detour, rehabilitation of the 
parkway, 4-lane divided con- 
struction on Route 197, and 
new ramps. The work will cor- 
rect operation problems at the 
interchange caused by lack of 
sight distance, inadequate merge 
areas and heavy traffic. The De- 
partment of Transportation esti- 
mates that the project will be 
completed in the spring of 2002.

A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 
Our region is suffering from a 
drought so take steps to try to de- 
crease the adverse impact on 


plants. Evén taking a few general 


steps can help plants better sur- 
vive this time. 

Avoid, if at all possible, ‘plant- 
ing or transplanting until normal 
rainfall patterns resume this sum- 
mer. Planting is very stressful to 
a plant. Newly planted plants 
should be watered frequently so 
that the soil stays moist, but not 


soaking. Planting in dry soil and 


very hot weather will likely be 
more than a plant can take. 

’ Any trees, shrubs, or perenni- 
als planted during the last year 
should be watered more than es- 
tablished plants. 

Cover bare soil in the garden 
beds with a layer of mulch. This 
will keep the soil temperature 
lower and keep soil from drying 
out quite as fast. And.mulch 


made of organic material will de- 


compose and enrich the soil. 


Even a thin layer will make quite 
a difference and will allow rain 
to get through to the soil more 
easily than a thick layer. 

If the same kind of mulch is 
used in a garden bed the unjform 
look of it can actually make the 
whole bed look neater. Of 
course using grass clippings or 
last autumn’s leaves for mulch 
does not look neat, but it works 
so try to use these materials in 
beds where they are not as no- 
ticeable. 

Idgally, it.is best to mulch be-| 
fore the soil dries out for the 
summer, but now this is a step 
to take to keep things from get- 
ting worse. Materials commonly 
used as mulch include: wood 
chips, shredded bark, bark nug- 
gets, compost soil, and small 


. Stones. 


Before laying down mulch 
consider putting down a soaker 
hose, It directs water right to the 
plants through tiny holes along 
the length of the hose.

Dorairaj Benjamin 

Former resident Dorairaj Ben- 
jamin, 79, died on July 8. He 
had lived in Greenbelt for almost 
12 years from June 1987 to 
April 1999 when he moved to 
Riverdale Park. 

Born in India, Mr. Benjamin 
was educated at the Wesley Col- 
lege and Madras Christian Col- 
lege. He completed his educa- 
tion at the British Institute of 
Engineering Technology. An en- 
gineer, he worked for the British 
Railways.

They had a son Daniel and a 
daughter Margaret.

Beginnings 

GATE received initial funding 
from the cable TV provider of 
$10,000 in 1982. With this 
money, GATE purchased camera 
equipment and insurance. On 
December 11, 1986, GATE be- 
came a corporation with Harold 
Baldauf, Lawrence Goldberg, E. 
Anthony Langbehn, and Robert 
Zugby. Zugby is the only one 
who remains a board member. 

In its beginning, GATE put 
out approximately 10 hours of 
video per year. “We [GATE 
members] got a truck and moved 
in the Labor Day Parade and 
filmed the crowd. This was the 
first thing we ever did,” remem- 
bers Zugby. More and more 
people joined GATE. In addition 
to Zugby, current board members 
are Emory Harman, Konrad 
Herling, Douglas Love, Harriett 
Phelps, Valerie Siegel, and Tho- 
mas X. White. 

After GATE received a grant 
of $150,000 from a settlement 
with Jones Cable Company and 
the City of Greenbelt in 1997, 
GATE finally got a chance to 
start working on projects year 
round. “Suddenly we went from 
a group of people who wanted 
to do something and didn’t have 
anything to do it with, to a 
group of people who now had 
access to money and didn’t 
know how to spend it wisely,” 
says Zugby. 

At this turning point, GATE 
also received studio space in the 
Community Center. GATE 
started interviewing television 
professionals who could help 
them use the grant in GATE’s 
best interest. During this inter- 
viewing process, GATE hired 
Kjell Forsting, to whom the stu- 
dio is now dedicated. 

If Zugby is the pioneer of 
GATE, Forsting was the pioneer 
of GATE’s studio. He purchased 
equipment and set up the studio

as it is today. Unexpectedly, 
Forsting died after a heart attack 
on Labor Day weekend in 1998. 
Konkel and Murray, both of 
whom had been volunteering for 
GATE, proposed to the board to 
take Forsting’s place. The board 
welcomed their suggestion. 
GATE now offers member- 
ship to people who have an in- 
terest in television with or with- 
out an agenda. Whether you en- 
joy “playing with the equip- 
ment,” as Zugby puts it, or 
whether you “have a message,” 
GATE will welcome your enthu- 
siasm. And do not forget to 
check out channel B10 next 
Wednesday and Friday evenings.

the parents took them places. 

They had a lot more of the ba- 
sics,” said Davis. The parental 
attitude toward teachers has also 
changed. In the past, Davis said 
when she would call parents 
about a problem with their child, 
the parent immediately took care 
of it. Today, it is not the case. 

“Parents would call and start 
yelling right away, “What are you 
doing wrong?’ I would get cursed 
out,” Davis said. She also said a 
threat was made on her life. 
“Before, teachers were treated 
with respect.” 

This is particularly an issue 
with students, Davis said. “They 
don’t respect themselves or oth- 
ers and because of that, they 
don’t respect authority.” She 
told of a student punching out a 
teacher’s teeth and another pupil 
biting an instructor. 

“Discipline’s got to start at 
home,” said Davis, who was an 
active member of the teachers’ 
union and the Prince George's 
Educators Association. 

Other differences in the school 
system the retired teacher cited 
were the increase in paperwork 
and the number of students who 
come to school with emotional 
and behavioral problems and 
learning disabilities. Davis said 
possible solutions include men- 
tors for new teachers, more coun- 
selors, the return to neighborhood 
schools, and changes the new su- 
perintendent will most likely 
implement. 

However, in spite of the 
myriad of challenges, Davis said 
she believed she was able to help

90 percent of her students, and 
some of them have excelled.

Berwyn Heights Education Advi- 

sory Committee to the Berwyn 
Heights City Council, reported 
that approximately 125 students 
from Berwyn Heights north of 
Berwn Road attend Springhill 
Lake Elementary (SHLES). 
Those who live south of Berwyn 
Road are currently assigned to 
Oakcrest Elementary. However, 
Davidson said that few of these 
residents actually attend that 
school but are, instead, home 
schooled or enrolled in private el- 
ementary schools. Thus the num- 
ber of Berwyn students who will 
actually attend the re-opened 
school is not known. 

In addition, approximately 80 
students from Springhill Lake 
who currently are bused to 
Oakcrest Elementary School 
would be transferred to Berwyn 
Heights, much closer to their 
homes. An earlier report prepared 
in July 1998 had shown these 80 
students moving to Springhill 
Lake Elementary when busing 
there is phased out in 2000. If 
these students are instead able to 
attend a newly-reopened Berwyn 
Heights Elementary, this would 
eventually help the overcrowding 
at Springhill Lake. In the in- 
terim, however, the students are 
currently set to leave Oakcrest 
and attend Springhill Lake until 
Berwyn Heights is ready to re- 
ceive them.

A Review 


Valenti Scores Hit With “Forest” Comedy 


by Dennis Jelalian 

Grey Valenti has put together 
a remarkable production of “The 
Forest” by Alexander 
Nicholaevich Ostrovosky. First, 
as director, she could not get the 
cast she needed. That meant a 
lot of cold phone calls. Cold 
phone calls are always a nui- 
sance. Lots of calls, few returns. 
In the end, she had a 15 to 64- 
year-old cast. “This is a difficult 
piece, and there are no small 
parts in the show. I wanted ev- 
ery actor to be right for their 
character,’ she says. 

To give her performances the 
exact range of movement and 
characterization she wanted, she 
found a Russian American, Adam

Gertsacov, who could teach. 
Gertsacov is proprietor of the 
Acme Clown Company of Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island, and a mas- 
ter of commedia dell’ arte. “But 
I haven’t taught outside before,” 
Gertsacov admits. One wonders 
what director Valenti said to 
Gertsacov .to make him take on 
12 strangers, outdoors, down a 
winding dirt road on Virginia’s 
Rapidan River for three days. 

Director Valenti also recruited 
Chris Cherry to teach the cast 
Alexander technique. 

No wonder the production has 
such power. 

Among the excellent cast 
there are three outstanding per- 
formers. I kept looking at Ma-

tion. But don’t get swayed. ‘The 
play has been billed as a com- 
edy. With respect to the cast and 
crew, the play is not a comedy, 
although it does have plenty of 
comic bits. In addition to the set, 
there are some ingenious over- 
head leaves. They’re actually 
some umbrella frames minus the 
fabric and the upright shafts, and 
with attached leaves. It’s a neat 
effect. If I'd been doing it, | 
would have done it from the 
booth, but the players do the 
changes, and it’s fun watching 
them. 

For a long time, the Arts Cen- 
ter has had a problem with light- 
ing and this production is typical.

Alumna Comes Back 
For Jazz Concert

Maryland singer/songwriter 
Angela Taylor returned to per- 
form at her alma mater, 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
on May 26. She sang with the 
school’s Alumni Jazz Band un- 
der the baton of Michael 
Kertcher. 

When Taylor attended 
Roosevelt High’s Science and 
Technology Program, her initial 
intention was to get the area’s 
best high school technology 
education and proceed to major 
in some hi-tech field in college. 
But while at Roosevelt, she 
was won Over to pursue music 
by band leader Sally Wagner. 
Under Wagner’s direction, 
ERHS developed one of the 
best music programs in the 
State, and many of the state’s 
best musicians as well. Taylor 
says, “If I trace back how this 
all started, I can largely at- 
tribute my musical career 
choice to the influence of Sally 
Wagner. She had a huge im- 
pact on her students, instilling 
her drive for excellence in each 
of us. Under her guidance | 
grew into an accomplished mu- 
sician, and was accepted into 
the prestigious Peabody Conser- 
vatory. I treasure the opportu- 
nity to return to perform on her 
stage once again.” 

At Peabody, Taylor earned a 
bachelor’s degree in music per- 
formance with a flute major 
and a vocal minor. She went 
on to earn another bachelor’s 
degree in recording arts and 


sciences, and a master’s degree 
in electronic and computer mu- 
Sic. 

Taylor’s most recent honor 
was to be named a finalist in 
the 1999 Lilith Fair Talent 
Search, held on May 4 at the 
9:30 Club in Washington DC. 
She was chosen from over 250 
Washington, Baltimore, and 
Northern Virginia music acts to 
perform and compete for a slot 
in the 1999 Lilith Fair sched- 
uled for July 28 at 
Merriweather Post Pavilion in 
Columbia. The talent search 
was held to help further the 
fair’s dedication to new and 
emerging talent. 

Taylor is currently recording 
her first album for release this 
summer on Skinny Girl 
Records, and can often be seen 
performing live at venues in 
and around Maryland. She is 
also active in the Baltimore mu- 
sic scene as a professor of mu- 
sic at the University of 
Maryland’s UMBC campus, 
where she teaches courses in 
electronic and computer music. 
Taylor’s compositional style is 
audience-friendly Alterna-Pop, 
with a distinctive classical in- 
fluence. Her music is influ- 
enced by her training at the 
Peabody Conservatory of Music. 

In addition to performing 
with the Jazz Band, the multi- 
talented Taylor also sat in with 
the school’s Alumni Concert 
Band on flute. Says Taylor, “It 
was great going back to how 
this whole thing started.”

Several weeks later he went into 
the storage closet and it was filled 
with ten million baby praying man- 
tises. The cocoon was sitting on 
some canvas material, so the stu- 
dents dragged the canvas, cocoon 
and mantises into the school yard. 
The students thought the canvas 
was a parachute. Edwards says he 
at least knew enough to know that 
parachutes are usually not made of 
a heavy material like canvas. An- 
other teacher told him it was the 
shell of a portable planetarium and 
helped him put it together. Voila! 
He had a planetarium. He must be 
a science teacher! When the mag- 
net school program began, Stan 
had an opportunity to move to 
Glenarden Woods Elementary as a 
science teacher for the talented and 
gifted program students. 

The next 14 years he spent 
working with talented and gifted 
students at Glenarden Woods. In 
fact he taught many Greenbelt chil- 
dren there in the magnet program. 
He commented that children from 
the Greenbelt Cooperative Nursery 
School and Mishkan Torah Nursery 
School filled the classes at 
Glenarden Woods. The kids he 
taught were “bright and funny” like 
those in “Leave it to Beaver.”” He 
reflected that they often knew more 
about subjects than he did. 

Odyssey of the Mind 

Edwards has been involved with 
his students in “Odyssey of the 
Mind” for all of his years at 
Glenarden Woods. Odyssey of the 
Mind is a competition which in- 
volves students in solving problems 
as a group. There are various cat- 
egories but his students were in- 
volved in building a structure, pre- 
senting a skit using the structure, 
and spontaneous problem solving. 
For the 14 years his students were 
involved, they placed first in the 
county for 12 of those years. Ten 
teams won state finals and went to 
world competition. Of the 52 
teams competing in world compe- 
tition, Glenarden Woods always 
placed in the top 20 and once 
placed third. His immense pride in 
his students shone as he described 
the projects they worked on. 

When asked about his thoughts 
on education in county schools, 
Edwards indicated that he felt the 
performance-based testing 
(MSPAP) ongoing in schools now 
does not accurately measure 
knowledge. He invited his wife, 
Linda, a teacher at Thomas Pullen 
Elementary School, into this part of 
the conversation. Both felt that 
standardized testing more accu- 
rately reflects student knowledge. 
Edwards commented that state ad- 
ministrators, who don’t teach, are 
in favor of the newer testing, but 
that the majority of teachers hate 
the MSPAP tests. Tests are used to 
tate the schools, not the individual 
students so that students, who do 
not receive an individual grade, 
have no stake in the process. To 
encourage his students to study 
hard and work hard on the tests 
which last four hours a day for 
five days, he promised to take 
them to Six Flags Amusement Park 
if the class did well. Between 80- 
85 percent of his classed passed 
the test. 

Talking about Greenbelt, he in- 
dicated that “towns have a life 
cycle.” Greenbelt was a town of 
young people, now it is filled with 
older people. Stan agreed that bet- 
ter county schools would encour- 
age more yourig families to move 
to Greenbelt. He hopes that the 
Greenbelt talented and gifted stu- 
dents continue to attend the magnet 
classes at Glenarden Woods. 


Retirement 

Stan laughingly commented that 
about two years ago “testosterone 
kicked in” and both he and “his 
much older brother,” Bill, bought 
motorcycles. ‘(He insisted this ar- 
ticle refer to his brother as “his 
much older brother.’) Bill is a 
lawyer with a practice in 
Greenbelt. This fall they are head- 
ing out west on their motorcycles 
to Yellowstone and Glacier parks 
and points farther west. His love 
of motorcycling has led to a new 
career of sorts. Edwards is now a 
Motorcycle Safety Instructor at 
Prince George’s Community Col- 
lege. 

In Stan and Linda’s home, one 
can’t help noticing a bookcase 
filled with cookbooks — most 
concentrating on low-fat cooking. 
However, in the corner were two 
big notebooks labeled “Pastry.” 
When questioned, Stan confessed 
that he is taking classes at 
Académie de Cuisine in Bethesda 
and pastries are his main interest. 
He ran to his bedroom to try on 
his chef’s outfit, but this reporter 
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must confess that the top reminded 
her more of Ben Casey’s operating 
garb than that of a French chef. 
Plus, Edwards has a lucky chef hat 
that is a baseball cap, not a toque. 

To show how much his former 
students love him, Edwards noted 
that he now swims frequently 
down at the Aquatic Center and 
that many of the lifeguards are 
former students. He asked one 
young man if he would save him 
from drowning if necessary and 
the former student replied without 
hesitation, “No way!”
